Ing foatiin' of tlw iirocfcilinKH in the 
senate yesterday was a briak debate be- 
tween Senaton Call and Plumb on the 
Florida swamp lands resolutions. 
Anion;; tlio executive communications 
pri'S( iit«'il to tlif senate yi stoiday %va3 
ono fniin the pretjident recommending 
tlie erection of ooosuIrt buildings at 
Bangkolc. Siain. 

Mr. Call called up Ms resoltttion in r©- 
latioii to the claiiiid of Floriila under the 
twainp land prant and the alleged un- 
lawful stlecrion of land in FlorkUi OH 
which he spoke at sume length. 

Mr. Plumb replying to Mr. CSsM said 
that the United States had granted to 
the state of Florida more than half the 
landH within its limits. Sixteen ear 
eighteen million acres had been granted 
as swamp land, yet the senator from 
Florida Haid now that most of it was 
RraV>l'' land So mu( h greater was the 
derchelion of the senator's state, if it 
ha<l hei rased its tnmf. He. Mr. I'himb. 
would resiicn liis scat in tlie senate, if he 
were to liriiit; forward sucli a eoMi])laint 
against his own si.-ite, afUT In iim; too 
cowardly to ]>roi laiiii it on the stntni) 
within its hord'Ms. The United States 
lost .iiirisdieti(>n of these lands whsn 
thev were transferred. 

It ilid not heroine the senator from 
Florida to impupn the motives of the 
committee niemb<>rs who had not agreed 
with him on this bill. The senator had 
asked him some sessions ago to re|)ort a 
bill to confirm the title to certain rail- 
road lands. So the frauds were to be 
condoned under certain conditions but 
never in Bp<'ech. He had frequently 
Inen inclined to convict the senator 
from Florida of falsehood, "but," he 
caid. "there :ire some Aceosations whioh 
are lost on the accuser." 

Mr. < all. "I will not lie moved. Mr. 
President, hv this extraordinary exMin- 
jtle of Ih" senator from Kansas to follow 
liis bud iivei'iers of his e<.iiteni|ptilile 
methods. Kee.iiiMoi liavea jiouii r opin- 
ion of me th;in 1 have ol' the M ii.itor 
from K'aiis;is. I h i\e not lieeii in tlie 
habit of viol;itin.i>- the rules of deli.ite and 
discussio'i. r.iit if t'le seii.'ttor thinks 
l>v his idle bravado. Iiy his di Lus ■ of 
this vast s() ili.ilion of the puMie .lumain 
in the intere-t of those who have pioiit- 
ted by it. that he can intimidate me 
from defendinj; the ritjhta of the people 
of mv state. I treat him with scorn Ukd 
the contempt that he deserves. The sen- 
ate ir from Kancas has sjwken without 
the truth. My record in the state of 
Florida is mv own. There is no boodler 
there wliom he defends who does not 
attack ine in similar language and de- 
nuiu iation such as he has used to-day." 

Further. Mr. < 'all said that S<'nator 
Phinib was sh inieiiilly i;;nor;int of the 
Bubject. and thiit it was di-reiiutaMe to 
the senate th.it it should ! 'a w .is chair- 
man of the committee on puMic lauils"a 
(enator who not only defends tlie inter- 
ests of the boodlers, but shows his igno- 
rance or the subject speeiallj com m i t fd 
to him." 

Mr. Dolph .iustified the action of the 
public lanils committee in the last con- 

SresK. in respect to a like resolution of 
[r. CaU's, and Mr. Call disclaimed any 
desire to oast an Imputation on the com- 
mittee. 

The senate went into secret ssssion, 
and at 4 o'clock adjourned. 

ProeMdlns* off tka Hooaa. 

Warhinotox, Jan. 18.— In the house 
Mr. McKinley reported a bill to simplify 
the collectioii of tlie revenue. A num- 
ber of UUs were introduced and M* 

ferred. 

Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, moved that 
tlie liouse p) into committee of the 
whole fiir the coiisidi 'rat ion of the bill to 
tiro\i<ie for town site entries in Okla- 
noma. The motion wa^ l ist, a'ld Mr. 
Adams calUMj up the Silcott reiwut. with 
the bill to reimburse members for losses 
incurn'd through Silrott's defalcali<m. 

Mr. Adams addressed the house, huhl- 
ing that the sergeant-at-arms was a pub- 
lic ofticer cliarged with the duty of dis- 
bursing the salaries of members. He 
referred to the defalcation which oc- 
curred in the Twenty-second congress, 
and to the fact that the house at that 
time voted to reimburse the members 
out of the contingent ftmd. The ques- 
tion was whether members were to 
blame for signing their receipts, and 
should forfeit their money for so doing. 
The new in.'mlx'rs had signed their re- 
ceipts before they had any legislative 
jiow er to < hanKe the law. and he could 
not see how an old member eoiild vote 
avH'iist an aiipropi iatioii tojuiy them. 

On an iii'iuiry by Mr. Hiiiteiu dith. 
whether any member iielii'ved I'lat the 
per;,'eant ;it-;irms was his ji- rson il aueiit. 
Mr. .\d;iins S lid he tllou;;lit that lii^re 
was no such ineinlwr. 

Mr. ! le'iipiiill. of South (""arolina. ad- 
vocated the .idoption of his bill p rmit- 
ting mciiilMMs to hrinjj suit in the court 
of ulaihi^ for the recovery of their sal- 
aries. Mr. Hemphill opposed the bill of 
the majority because he could find no 
statute ina'.inj; tiiu sergeant-at-arms a 
disbursing o i cer. 

Mr. Holman contested the proposition 
that the sergeant-at-arms was a disburs- 
ing oilicur, and contended that the ftud 
remaining in the sergeant-at-arms' safe — 
about $83.000— shotHd be divided pro 
rata among members who were losers by 
the defalcation. 

Mr. Illoiint spoke in support of the 
bill of the ma iurit> . and peiuliiij; further 
debate tlie house at 5 p. m. adjourned.

Tenn.. weie bitten by a p"t cat. .\s iv 
matter of precaution, rathei than, a real 
fear of fatal couse(iiienee, tin y came to 
this city, where a luadstone wu.s apjilied 
to the wounds of each lady.

Judge Stathain. with 
a jury, lielil an iiupiest on the body, re- 
sultini; in a verdict of ■■invoIuiit<ary 
manslaui.' liter.'" In her sworn state- 
ment .Mi-s Hay said tliat Suggs came to 
her door aliout 11 o'clock at night, 
drunk, and demanded admit t;ince, 
which she refused. He continued to 
to knock on the door and cur-c hvr for 
nearly half an hour. At last she jiicked 
up a pist«>l from the bureau and shot at 
the door to frighten him away. Wlien 
slu' looked through tbe door she saw 
that he wtis dead. In the morning she 
delivered herself up. Suggs was a mid- 
dle-aged roan, with a wife and six 
children, some of them grown and mar- 
ried.

St. I'w u Minn., Jan. 1.').— Severe 
weather is rejiorfed geiieritlly through- 
out the northwest. A blizzard is raging 
at Beardsley, Minn., the drifts being 
piled twenty feet high. A piercing north 
wind accompanies the storm. Train and 
wagon tratlic is at a standstill. The first 
great storm of the season has struck 
Grand l.'iipids. e.\tending all over the 
upjier Mi->i,> 'i|ipi region. 

At New S.ilem tho very air w,i- dark- 
ened with tailing snow, and pedotrians 
could not see their hands liefore them. 
At Wabasha, thirteen inches of snoW 
has fallen. The highways are seriously 
blockaded, and traitis are Ijehir.d time. 
P'roiu Neclie. N. Dak., comes an account 
of a viTitable bliz/ard, which raged for 
thirty-seven hours, rendering all tr.ivel 
impossible thi'oii^^li the heavy drifts. 

\\'(>ist <>i tlie Season. 

St. I'm t,. Minn.. Jan. l.*!. — A genuine 
blizzard, the worst of the season, raged 
over the northwest the whole of Mon- 
day and part of yesterday, knocking out 
telegraph wires, delaying all trains, and 
retuding the operatio&s of loggers in the 
pineries. 

Dispatches from the principal points 
la the Dakotas and Montana, and as far 
west as Spokane FaUs, Wash., are to the 
effect that on the average the snow fell 

about ten inches on the level, and drift- 
ed badly, owing to the strong winds, ap- 
jiroachiiiK .'i hurricane, whii'li prevailed. 

jVmoiij; the railroads a vast ditference 
in the elVects of the storm is foiinil. The 
Manitoba, Northern Pacific and North- 
ern Wisconsin division of the Omaha all 
report little drifting. The Sioux City, 
or southi rn div ision of the « Itiialia, is 
Butfering from usual drifts. The river 
division of the Milwaukee was not 
affected, but the Iowa and Minnesota 
and Hasting and Dakota divisions are 
badly drifted. 

The Minneapolis and St. Louis and the 
Kansas City, too, are somewhat covered 
up. the former rather worse than tlie 
latter, The worst drifting, however, ap- 
pears to be those lines miming through 
northern Iowa and southwestern Minne- 
sota.

On the rammit ti Bupentltlon moantain, 
and at tbe extreme weatem ed|re, overlooking 

the rooky hill tTs, 2O0 and 300 feet In height, 
are the ruins "( an old stone fort, Bueh as are 
frequently fouml in Arizona at pointa where 
a goo<l view of tho surrounding country la 
afforded. Alxiut an acre of land, or rather 
rock, ia within this iuclosure. In tbia con- 
nection, and as tbe name of the mountain 
would indicate, is an Indian legend, and the 
place i» held, even at the present time. In a 
degree of veneration and awe by tbe tribes 
of that aection of Arizona ao great aa to pra- 
TMit any of thair members banting on or 
viaiting It. 

In tbe fall of 1888 P. C Bioknell, who atlU 
resides in Phoenix, and who is a thoroughly 
e<lucato<l gentleman, with a taate for roam- 
ing tbrou;;li tlio mountains and a penchant 

for arcli;r'n!. i^;ii'al research, paid a vi.-it to a 
friend— a rattle man residing on tlie Salt 
river — f(irtlii> piirjiox" of enjoying n brief 
j)eriisi( f it'i irati iii in himtiii^, H>liuig niul 
tliu imr^uit of his sfiidi.'.s in nntiiri-. It 
riirrt 'l to him one day to visit the siiiiimit of 
.Sup. rstition mountain, which, altlicm^'h four 
or live miles distant, could ea.sily bo accom- 
plished before night. Taking his ritio and a 
canteen of water, Mr. Blckneil set out, and 
after a long walk and a laborious climb 
reached bia objective point in tbe attemooo. 
A uvnra una ov naa. 

He saw nothing rsmarkaUe within the In- 
ekeure of the fallen walls. Some stone asea, 
hammera and broken pieces of pottery were 
scattered about, but as they were of the 
usual patterns fonnd in all Arizona ruins 
they did not aroust< especial interest. In one 
roriier of th-i old fort, and nearly covered 
Willi fallen rock, lie encounter, li n rudi< fur- 
nace, evident I V u-^ed for the smelting of ores. 
Anxious todiscwur the use of what metal 
tbe prehistoric inhabitants ha^l knowledge, 
he aet about removing tbe stones. The work 
waa very tedious and laborioua, and, being 
absorbed with lateraat, be paid no attention 
to the flight of timft Ffaially ha was re- 
warded by Bsooring a ideoa ol slag and also 
a specimen of orewhira bad not been snb- 
Jectad to treatment, and was surprised to 
find that the mineral waa copper. Having 
settled this matter to the satisfaction of bia 
own mind, Mr. Bicknell aro.-«e and ca.st a look 
to the west, to discover that tho stni waa 
then sinking l>ehiiid the range of distant 
mountains. 

This did ii 't disturb him much, however, 
so he built a lire, roasted u rabbit \\ liich he 
bad killcii oil his way up, and made such 
preparations as \v,'ri> ]>ossible to spi'iid the 
night comfortably on the mountain. After 
aundown tho atmoaphero became (piite sub i 
try, and^aa there was every indication of a 
thunder atorni, Mr. Bicknell couoltidcd that 
he would not remain within the walla of tbe 
<rid fort, aa the rain waa liable to drive from I 
the loose rocka rattloanakes, centipedes and 
poisonous insects of various kinds. There- 
fore he sclc'cteil for his sliH'ping place a re- 
markably smooth riK'k, about twenty yards* 
ill front of tlie east wall. I'lit t in liis liol)- I 
naii sh'ies tndei- liis head for a i.illow, Mr. 1 
liickiiell, ^onl••wll,•^t exhaiisteil from his long 
Ktroll and (•■i^'itiMii.-nt, soon fell into a deep ; 
hleep. I 

.Some time aft' i-ward he w;is suddenly 
ftwakeiieil by a >liiiiii cli'i'tric shock which 
seemu<l to pas.s from the back of his neck 
downward. Managing to acranible to lii:i 
feet be ran some distance to tbe east, and, , 
looking back to hia sleeping place, waa sur- 
priaed to see a living line of fire or lightning j 
running acroaa tlie mountain from north to 
aoutb. Never having seen "ground light- 
ning" before, Mr. Bicknell waa very natu- 
rally awe stricken and aatounderl, but he waa 
more than surprised when, recovering from 
bis liewilderineiit, he noticed that the i lei-tricj 
storm had not jiassi'd over the mountain, but 
wasa.s dist.iiit, apparently, as wlii ii he first 
lay down, 'l lie phenonieuoa lusted but a few 
moment-, but its duration waa sufficient for 

the eX|ilorer. 

upon returning to tho camp next morning 
Mr. Bicknell related his experience, which 
waa received with evident incredulity. How- 
ever, he induced one of tbe men to accom- 
pany him to the mountain a few daya after- 
word. They reached the aummit about 
noon, and t^ weather was very warm. Tbe 
men were standing ujion the amooth spot 
which Bicknell had selected for a couch, and 
be was explaining about his sliock, when, 
with siiimll.iiicoiis iinpiilc, ilie\- both sprang 
forrtanl ami guzeil into i-acli other's faces in 
mute intrrro;^atii)ii. S;:b-;ipii'nt; explana- 
tion >|iowi'd that eaeli liad experieiici-,1 a wi-U 
detilie.l I'lei.t l ie sli.irk, a- tlioii;j;li by a lij^llt 
curreiii 1 1 oiii a :_'alvainc b.it tery. Mr. Hii/k- 
uell at oiico coai'luded tliat he would solve 
the mystery, and aet about dojn;; so, ultliough 
bis companion was most anxious to luuve the 
dread s^xji. Tiie investigations thun begun, 
and aubaequeutly completed, led to tlie fol- 
lowing dlacoverieat 

On tbe north side of the precipice waa a 
large dyke of pyritoua iron, running east and 
west, and on its aouth wall the mineral ap- 
peared in the form of protosulphates, or what 
is comnionly know ii as ci ijiper i^. In the lat- 
ter there was a small, iri'e;^ulaiiy shaped holo 
w.'Veral feet in depth, into which watiT \vu3 
slowl v »illpill^; I roiii a small spriiij; < ni a slight 
eminence somo yards distant.

The charge he objected to 
was in my handwriiing, and he said tlie 
whole business was wrong. 

"I showed him his prescription and he 
could sa\ no more. He said I ought to 
charge the drugs to the ()eoplo he bought 
them for. I told him that the niau who 
would make such a proposition w as din- 
lionest, and (uderi'd him to lea\e tho 
store, lie left, and ariiieil himself, and 
then ntunieil. lie culled iiio out and 
then drew .1 ri \olver and l enan tiring at 
me. My son. Mason Norris, followed, 
and as l arrabee li red, Alosou drew his 
pistol and tired three shotS and Stmok 
Dr. Larrabee twice."
